had previously been disarmed by the 
Chinese. 
After a fierce

the 


boarding party hoisted the Japanese 
flag on the Ryethitelni, and 
towed 


her out of the harbor in • northerly 
direction. Of the 47 of her crew, 17 
have have been accounted for.

Several swam ashore landing 
near the American consulate. 
The 


Japanese claim that they sent in a gig 
to the Rye»hite!ni under a flag of truce, 
with a lieutenant and interpeter who 
made a demand to the Russian* to 
come out*id« and fight. The Russian 
captain replied that his ship had been 
disarmed, h*r engines disabled and 
that the whole matter was in the hands 
of the Chinese. Th« Japanese were 
asked to investigate the disarmament.

Retail meat 
dealers will not continue their efforts 
for a joint conference of packers and 
stock yards strikers. They will now 
seek to arrange with the union team- 
sters so their business will be lied up. 


Today, George Dudd ley stone, a mem- 


ber of the retailers' committee who 
had called on the packers, said: 


"I can see no reason why the retail 


meat dealers should make any further 
effort to bring about a settlement be- 
tween the packers and strikers. "We 
devoted hours to arguuuaH& and it 
came to naught. 1 fear another meet- 
ing would be equally futile." 


It was also reported that if the 


teamsters wanted to return, the pack- 
ers were willing to make a new con- 
tract for any time desired. In that 
case the plan to do away with team- 
ing forces and handle all meat with 
cars would be abandoned. 


The packers seem to be making ar- 


rangements for running 
when 
the 


strike is over, with 6.000 less men. 
than were employ** before «b« J»e* 
ginning of the strike. One of the 
chief complaints was that the union 
men were given an average of only 
forty four hours wqrk a week. It Is 
asserted to be the intention as soon as 
conditions are normal to employ just 
enough men to give ail a full week's 
work and a full week's pay. This, it 
is estimated, would mean that 5,000 
men will be 
dropped 
permanently. 


The idea is to arrange purchases of 
live stock so that the same amount of 
work will be done on each day of the 
week.
